Clayton’s Long Cotton-Government Career Ends

HOUSTON, 
Tex.

an age when most men are look­ 
ing forward to retirement, Will 
Clayton resigned as head of the 
world's largest cotton business 
and went Into government serv­ 
ice. 
William Lockhart Clayton was 
a multimillionaire and known as 
“ King Cotton H im self," when he 
joined the New Deal In 1940 at 
the age of 60. 
In 1944 he became assistant 
secretary of state for economic 
affairs. He developed the con­ 
cept of the M arshall Plan for 
European recovery after World 
War H and administered the 


program . 
Clayton, who proved himself 
adept In the fields of economics, 
politics and national affairs, as 
well as cotton, died In a Houston 
hospital Tuesday after suffering 
a heart attack at his home. He 
was 86. 
Only last Thursday he re­ 
turned to Houston from a four- 
day trip to New York for meet­ 
ings with the Atlantic Council, 
and to Washington, where he 
met with members of the U.S. 
Citizens’ 
Commission 
on 
NATO, of which he was one of 
the original cochairmen. 
Clayton, a native of Tupelo, 


M iss., originally set up Ander­ 
son, Clayton & Co. in Oklahoma 
City, Okla. In 1916 the firm was 
moved to Houston because, as 
he explained, that was 
the 
“ front door" of the cotton m ar­ 
ket. 
Clayton grew up in Jackson, 
Tenn. He left school at 13 and 
by studying shorthand at night 
qualified as a court stenograph­ 
e r. * 
However, his work failed to 
im press one of his early cus­ 
tom ers — William 
Jennings 
Bryan, who made him retype a 
speech Clayton had copied be­ 
cause the m argins were too nar­ 


row. 
Anderson, Clayton & Co. grew 
from an initial $3,000 invest­ 
ment into a firm which In 1965 
boasted gross revenue of more 
than $488 million. 
In 1918 he temporarily with­ 
drew from his firm, established 
in 1904, to become a member of 
the Committee on Cotton Dis­ 
tribution under the War Indus­ 
tries Board. 
The business executive who in 
later years would be recognized 
as the idea man behind the 
M arshall Plan also served as 
deputy federal loan adminis­ 
trator, assistant secretary of 


commerce and adm inistrator of 
the Surplus War Property Ad­ 
in intstration. 


President john F. Kennedy 
appointed him to serve as a 
member of the national export 
expansion program and In 1963 
the president asked him to work 
for ratification of the nuclear 
test-ban treaty. 


At President Johnson’s re­ 
quest, Clayton joined the new 
Public Advisory Committee for 
Trade Negotiations. 
Funeral services will be held 
in Houston at 10;30 a.m . Thurs­ 
day.

The commission pointed out 
that M issouri has adopted the 
uniform 
criminal extradition 
act, which makes it a “ duty" 
for the governor to have a r­ 
rested and delivered up to state 
“ any person charged in that 
state with treason, felony or 
other crim e, who has fled from 
justice and is found in 
this 
state ." 
The commission ruled 
that 
Montgomery was 
a fugitive 
from justice within the meaning 
of the extradition statutes. 
„ “ There seem s no doubt but 
that . . . he is charged with a 
substantial crim e," the report 
stated. 
Lawyers for Montgomery at 
a hearing contended that he was 
not a fugitive, was at no time 
guilty of flight, didn’t move from 
Tennessee to avoid prosecution, 
had at no time committed an 
act which intentionally resulted 


in a crim e, that he had lieen 
available 
in Tennessee 
for 
arrest of service of process 
and that he was not charged 
with a substantial crim e. 
Montgomery was d e sc rie d by 
his attorneys as “ a valued and 
useful 
citizen of the City of 
Sikeston and the State of Mis­ 
so u ri." 
The attorneys also contended 
that because of publicity 
the 
rights of anyone associated with 
the offense would deny him “ a 
fair and just tria l" in Tennes­ 
see. 
They also contended that action 
taken by Gov. John M. Dalton 
acted as a bar to Montgomery's 
rem oval. Dalton declined 
to 
honor the extradition request. 
The attorneys for Montgomery 
insisted that the two year statute 
of limitations had expired be­ 
fore the indictment was issued. 
M rs. Betty Lou Sells, driver 
of the car in which Montgomery 
was riding in the fatal accident, 
was indicted Oct. 30, 1959. She

March of 1960. The conviction 
was appealed and affirmed by a 
higher court in Septemlier of 
1961. 
A petition to rehear the case 
was subsequently granted and 
the case was reversed and re­ 
manded for new trial on Dec.

The indictment against Mont­

was 
returned 
in 
January of 1962 but was cor­ 
rected and reissued by the grand 
jury on Feb. 27, 1962. 
The report quoted extensively 
from an elaboration oi the facts 
presented by Charles G. Black, 
Memphis, Tenn., attorney for 
Montgomery at the hearing;

an age when most men are look­ 
ing forward to retirem ent, Will 
Clayton resigned as head of the 
world's largest cotton business 
and went into government serv­ 
ice. 
William Lockhart Clayton was 
a multimillionaire andknownas 
"King Cotton Himself," when he 
joined the New Deal in 1940 at 
the age of 60. 
In 1944 he became assistant 
secretary of state for economic 
affairs. He developed the con­ 
cept of the Marshall Plan for 
European recovery after World 
War II and administered the 


program . 
Clayton, who proved himself 
adept in the fields of economics, 
politics and national affairs, as 
well as cotton, died in a Houston 
hospital Tuesday after suffering 
a heart attack at his home. He 
was 86. 
Only last Thursday he re­ 
turned to Houston from a four- 
day trip to New York for meet­ 
ings with the Atlantic Council, 
and to Washington, where he 
met with members of the U.S. 
Citizens* 
Commission 
on 
NATO, of which he was one of 
the original cochairmen, 
Clayton, a native of Tupelo, 


Miss., originally set up Ander­ 
son, Clayton & Co, in Oklahoma 
City, Okla. In 1916 the firm was 
moved to Houston because, as 
he explained, that was 
the 
"front door" of the cotton mar­ 
ket. 
Clayton grew up in Jackson, 
Tenn. He left school at 13 and 
by studying shorthand at night 
qualified as a court stenograph­ 
e r. * 
However, his work failed to 
impress one of his early cus­ 
tomers — William 
Jennings 
Bryan, who made him retype a 
speech Clayton had copied t>e- 
cause the margins were too nar­ 


row, 
Anderson, Clayton & Co. grew 
from an initial $3,000 invest­ 
ment into a firm which in 1965 
boasted gross revenue of more 
than $488 million. 
In 1918 he temporarily with­ 
drew from his firm, established 
in 1904, to become a member of 
the Committee on Cotton Dis­ 
tribution under the War Indus­ 
tries Board. 
The business executive who in 
later years would be recognized 
as the idea man behind the 
Marshall Plan also served as 
deputy federal loan adminis­ 
trator, assistant secretary of 


commerce and adm inistrator of 
the Surplus War Property Ad­ 
ministration. 


President John F. Kennedy 
appointed him to serve as a 
member of the national export 
expansion program and in 1UG3 
the president asked him to work 
for ratification of the nuclear 
test-ban treaty. 


At President Johnson’s re­ 
quest, Clayton joined the new 
Public Advisory Committee for 
Trade Negotiations. 
Funeral services will be held 
in Houston at 10;30 a.m. Thurs­ 
day. 


DETROIT AP — General Mo­ 
tors made a major move in the 
auto safety field today when it 
announced that two safety fea­ 
tures, a collapsible steering 
column and dual brakes, would 
be standard equipment on ail its 
1967 model passenger cars, 
GM gave no indication wheth­ 
er the cost of the items would 
be reflected in Increased prices 
for its cars. Traditionally, auto 
firms do not disclose new car 
prices until model announce­ 
ment time. 
President Jaifies M. Roche 
said, "In the event of a severe 
front-end collision, the steer­ 
ing column on 1967 GM cars 
will 'collapse', or shorten at 
a controlled rate when the force 
of Impact is applied to it at 
either end." 
Roche explained that special 
mountings on the 
dashboard 
and 
beneath the 
Instrument 
panel would permit the steering 
column to absorb energy under 
force from an accident. 
"This would cushion the Im­ 
pact of the driver against the 
steering wheel and also would 
prevent the column from being 
forced towards the driver," he 
said. 
Roche said the new braking 
system will have dual cylin­ 
ders, 
one controlling front 
brakes and the other the rear 
brakes. The front and 
rear 
brakes will tie controlled sepa­ 
rately and lf one of the other 
of the brake cylinders is not 
functioning, a red light will 
flash on the instrument panel. 


JEFFERSON CITY - Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes approved 
today Tennessee's request to 
extradite Joel A. Montgomery 
of Sikeston, Mo., to face man­ 
slaughter charges in Memphis. 
His action followed a special 
commission's recommendation 
that he send Montgomery back to 
face trial. 
Montgomery's car, driven by 
a woman friend, was involved 
in a crash Oct. 14, 1959, that 
resulted in the death of Mrs. 
Glenda Wiles, a passenger in 
the other car. 
Mrs. Betty Lou Sells, the driv­ 
er of Montgomery's car, was 
convicted of Involuntary man­ 
slaughter but the decision was 
later reversed by the Tennessee 
Supreme Court. 
Montgomery was not indicted 
until Feb. 27, 1962 and by that 
time he had moved back to his 
hometown, Sikeston, where he 
is a civic leader. 
Form er Gov. John M. Dalton 
refused to extradite Montgom­ 
ery. When Tennessee renewed 
its appeal, Gov. Hearnes ap­ 
pointed a special commission to 
hear evidence and make recom­ 
mendations. 
The 
commissioners 
were 
John David Collins of Macon, 
Orville W. Richardson of St. 
Louts and Rotiert L . Howard 
of Columbia. 
They concluded Montgomery 
was properly charged of 
a 
crime and was, technically, a 
fugitive. 
The commissioners said they 
could "see no escape from the 
conclusion that legally the asy­ 
lum state governor lias no dis­ 
cretion once statutory require­ 
ments are fulfilled by the de­ 
manding state. These require­ 
ments have been met here. 
"But even if a 
discretion 
might lie deemed to exist, 
we 
('an find no basis in this case 
upon which to recommend to 
the governor that such discre­ 
tion tie exercised in favor of 
the accused." 
The governor also had declined 
before the commission report 
to extradite Montgomery 
be­ 
cause of what he described as 
"political implications." 
Montgomery worked 
against 
Governor 
Hearnes' election. 
The governor 
explained that 
" I don't want to be in a posi­ 
tion where people will say that 
Tm 
taking 
vengeance" for 
Montgomery’s work In Mis­ 
souri's 
Democratic prim ary 
election in behalf of Lt. Gov. 
Hilary Bush, who was 
de­ 
feated by Hearnes. 
The commission pointed out 
that Missouri has adopted the 
uniform 
criminal extradition 
act, which makes it a "duty" 
for the governor to have ar­ 
rested and delivered up to state 
"any person charged in that 
state with treason, felony or 
other crim e, who has fled from 
justice and is found in 
this 
state." 
The commission ruled 
that 
Montgomery was 
a fugitive 
from justice within the meaning 
of the extradition statutes. 
„ "There seems no doubt but 
that . . . he is charged with a 
substantial crim e," the report 
stated, 
Lawyers for Montgomery at 
a hearing contended that he was 
not a fugitive, was at no time 
guilty of flight, didn’t move from 
Tennessee to avoid prosecution, 
had at no time committed an 
act which intentionally resulted 


in a crime, tliat he had tieen 
available in Tennessee 
for 
arrest of service of process 
and that he was not charged 
with a substantial crim e. 
Montgomery was de sc rilled by 
his attorneys as "a valued and 
useful citizen of the City of 
Sikeston and the State of Mis­ 
souri.’’ 
The attorneys also contended 
that because of publicity 
the 
rights of anyone associated with 
tile offense would deny him "a 
fair and just trial" in Tennes­ 
see. 
They also contended that action 
taken by Gov. john M. Dalton 
acted as a bar to Montgomery’s 
removal. Dalton declined 
to 
honor the extradition request. 
Tile attorneys for Montgomery 
insisted that the two year statute 
of limitations had expired be­ 
fore the indictment was issued. 
Mrs. Betty Lou Sells, driver 
of the car in which Montgomery 
was riding in the fatal accident, 
was indicted Oct. 30, 1959. She 
was 
tried and convicted 
in 
March of 1960. The conviction 
was appealed and affirmed by a 
higher court in September of 
1961. 
A petition to rehear the case 
wras subsequently granted and 
the case was reversed and re­ 
manded for new trial on Dec. 
8, 1961. 
The Indictment against Mont­ 
gomery 
was 
returned 
in 
January of 1962 but was cor­ 
rected and reissued by the grand 
Jury on Feb. 27, 1962. 
The report quoted extensively 
from an elaboration of the facts 
presented by Charles G. Black, 
Memphis, TVnn., attorney for 
Montgomery at the hearing; 
"According to Mr. Black’s 
statement. . . on the afternoon 
of October 13, 1959, Mr. Joel 
A. Montgomery,

with two young ladles of Mem­ 
phis, Tennessee, was in one of 
the clubs of the uptown district 
where they had several drinks 
of whisky, after which they 
proceeded to the Peabody Hotel, 
on the rooi garden, or Skyway, 
"where they had dinner, and 
they had maybe several other 
drinks of whiskey 
over the.

gether; maybe several drinks 
of whiskey,"

The low estate to which the American theater 
has sunk was never more abundantly illustrated 
than by the televised Senate investigation of the 
Viet Nam war aims and of the nation’s foreign 
policy. 
If this is the best television entertainment that 
what was once called the world’s greatest 
deliberative body can provide, the aged ranks 
of Senators should stick to deliberating. 
Perry Mason--even Gunsmoke--even on their 
worst nights offer much more convincing enter­ 
tainment. 
It is disgusting to see Senators fumble around 
straightening their ties, tossing an obscure hair 
from their eyes or combing an almost non 
existent growth topside. The old boys don’t 
look any better afterward than they did before. 
The powerful lights of the television cameras 
are too much for many of the tired, old blood­ 
shot eyes. There were appeals to cut off the 
juice or at least tone it down. For all television 
spectators across the country saw it would 
have been just as well. 
Since a good appearance was what the senators 
obviously wanted, it must be a source of great 
disappointment that they flunked abjectly. 
If this show is ever rated, the federal com­ 
munications commission will be forced to offer 
a liberal inducement to the networks to encour­ 
age them to never attempt it again. 
It represents the greatest victory scored for 
the moving pictures, the magazines and news­ 
papers since television was invented. 
As far as secondary considerations are con­ 
cerned, the senators looked silly from the 
standpoint of arguing convincingly the great 
issues involved in the Viet Nam war and the 
nation’s foreign policy. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson presents a more 
convincing case when he appears alone on 
television.

Mississippi has won undesirable but deserved 
notoriety with its black market liquor tax. This 
levy produced S5 million in revenue last year. 
Moonshine liquor also is popular. It is not taxed. 
Illegal liquor is being sold openingly in most 
Mississippi’s counties. There is more bottle 
home delivery than there are sales in bars by 
the drink. 
Johnson has asked for a statewide referendum 
on the issue. 
This takes the legislature off the spot. 
He should get his wish. 
Mississippi is the last state to cling to prohibi­ 
tion. 
Oklahoma tossed prohibition out several years 
ago because of the abuses it created. 
Liquor there was easy to obtain at any time 
by any person of any age. 
Oklahoma decided that it would be better to 
regulate the liquor traffic than to continue to 
permit such widespread abuses.

RATES CAN HARM ECONOMY 
A possible but by no means 
certain upward drift in price 
levels is much preferable 
to 
increased government controls 
over the economy, in the opin­ 
ion of Dr. Paul W. McCracken, 
p ro fesso r 
of business condi­ 
tions at 
the 
University 
of 
Michigan Graduate School 
of 
B usiness Adm inistration. 
Addressing the 17th Nation­ 
al Tax Conference sponsored 
by Tax Foundation, Inc., Dr. 
M cCracken, a fo rm er m em ber 
of the Council of Econimic Ad­ 
v isers, said the su ccess of the 
tax cut and other elem ents of 
recent economic policy is being 
endangered by a “ puzzling and 
disconcerting disinclination in 
Washington to 
let their own 
strategy of economic policy now 
work itself out in the monetary 
and credit a r e a .” 
He said that the rate of mon­ 
etary expansion is increasing 
too fast— at a rate of nearly 14 
percent p er year in O c t o b e r - 
com pared with the m ore mod­ 
erate pace of general economic 
growth 
since 
reasonable full 
employment has been regained. 


Dr. McCracken said that in­ 
stead of perm itting necessary 
and 
“ wholly d esirable” 
in­ 
c re a se s in interest rates, the 
government 
appears 
to have 
adopted the view that 
low in­ 
te re st rates are good for the 
economy 
under all 
circum ­ 
stances. 
“ The 
alw ays-low -interest - 
rates dogma,” he said, “ is a 
doctrinaire approach to an im ­

The low estate to which the American theater 
has sunk was never more abundantly illustrated 
than by the televised Senate investigation of the 
Viet Nam war aims and of the nation’s foreign 
policy. 
If this is the best television entertainment that 
what was once called the world’s greatest 
deliberative body can provide, the aged ranks 
of Senators should stick to deliberating. 
Perry Mason—even Gunsmoke—even on their 
worst nights offer much more convincing enter­ 
tainment. 
It is disgusting to see Senators fumble around 
straightening their ties, tossing an obscure hair 
from their eyes or combing an almost non 
existent growth topside. The old boys don’t 
look any better afterward than they did before. 
The powerful lights of the television cameras 
are too much for many of the tired, old blood­ 
shot eyes. There were appeals to cut off the 
juice or at least tone it down. For all television 
spectators across the country saw it would 
have been just as well. 
Since a good appearance was what the senators 
obviously wanted, it must be a source of great 
disappointment that they flunked abjectly. 
If this show' is ever rated, the federal com­ 
munications commission will be forced to offer 
a liberal inducement to the networks to encour­ 
age them to never attempt it again.

Patman of Texarkana. Patman, 
in a television appearance, said 
that the blackout indicated fur­ 
ther need for governmental ac­ 
tivity and possible legislation.

To prove such a con­ 
cept, he used as his example 
the Soviet Union, where, said 
Patman, 
electric power

to transmit power from 
such 
sources as the Tennessee Val­ 
ley Authority (TVA) complex. 
In cases where peak demands 
justify purchases of power from 
other areas, America’s private 
power companies appear capa­ 
ble of managing their own busi­ 
ness. Considering the question­ 
able state of world affairs, it 
would seem that politicians and 
bureaucrats should concentrate 
on managing theirs. HLH

This column has also inter­ 
viewed more than a dozen peo­ 
ple from Bonn, Germany,

He took with him written in­ 
structions 
from 
Gen. Julius 
Klein, founder of the Public 
Relations firm, spelling 
out 
exactly whom Dodd 
should 
see and what he should tell 
them, 
A U, S, Senator is one of IOO 
top legislators in the nation, in 
fact one of the most important 
in the world. He is not supposed 
to run errands for a foreign 
agent or deliver speeches writ­ 
ten by such an agent. 
Nevertheless, Sen, Dodd was 
given an individual “briefing 
memo" on each person he was 
supposed to contact on behalf 
of Gen. Klein. First on his 
list was Dr. Bans Globke, the 
former West German Secretary 
of State, 
"When 
in Bonn," directed 
Klein's memo to Dodd, "see 
him first to brief you, Dr, 
Globke is your devoted friend. 
He will ever be grateful to you 
for the courageous stand taken 
in your Senate speech of 1960 
. . . .to refresh your memory, 
attached is a marked copy of 
your speech, 
"Globke was the liaison man 
with whom I worked closely 
while working with Chancellor 
Adenauer and Dr. VonBrentano 
(West Germany's late Foreign 
Minister), He knows the prob­ 
lem from A to Z. He is already 
working on my problem. He will 
brief you exactly and give you 
all 
the assistance that you 
need. , . , 
“ Dr. Globke will support and 
guide you IOO per cent in my 
behalf, You can show him every­ 
thing and discuss everything 
with him. He might add some 


points to the prepared memos 
for your discussion." 
AUTHOR OF 
ANTI-JEWEH LAW 
The ironic paradox regarding 
Klein's 
relations 
with Dr. 
Globke is that Globke was the 
expert in Hitler’s interior min­ 
istry who wrote the decree 
singling out 
Jews for dis­ 
crimination. 
Adolf Eichmann, on trial 
in 
Israel 
for extermination of 
German Jews, testified on June 
21, 1961, that Dr. Hans Globke 
was responsible for the Nazi 
measures that deprived Germ an 
Jews of citizenship. 
According to 
the New York 
Times of june 22, 1961, “Eich­ 
mann implied that Dr. Globke, 
while he was in the legal de­ 
partment of the Nazi wartime 
Department 
of Interior, had 
been responsible with an offi­ 
cial 
named Bering for sup­ 
plemental decrees of the Nu­ 
remberg racial laws. A final 
decree in 1943 deprived Jews 
of access to the courts 
and 
left them wholly at the mercy 
of the police," 
The New york Times quoted 
Eichmann as testifying: "This 
phenomenon 
was undoubtedly 
the result of the initiative 
of 
Department One of the Minis­ 
try of Interior under Bering and 
Globke -- and their efforts in 
withdrawing citizenship from 
Jews and in confiscating Jew­ 
ish property." 
The book “Cross Currents” 
by Foster and Epstein further 
states; “ Bans Globke, credited 
with drafting the Nazi legal 
justifications for the Nurem­ 
berg 
racial laws, is now in 
charge of Adenauer’s Federal 
Press and Chancellery offices. 
In 1936, Globke made this offi­ 
cial 
contribution to German 
racial legislation; 'The Jew is 
completely allen to us in char­ 
acter and blood , . .theNurem­ 
berg laws will form a per­ 
manent blockage against further 
penetration of Jewish blood into 
the German nation.' " 
The book “ Destruction of the 
European Jews" by Haul Bli­ 
be rg gives further details re­ 
garding Globke’s part in Hit­ 
ler's anti-Jewish campaign. 
“ The revocation order (forc­ 
ing Jews who had adopted Ger­ 
man names to return to their 


old names) was followed by the 
decree 
of 
August 17, 1938, 
drafted 
by 
M inisterial^ 
Globke, name expert of 
the 
Interior Ministry, and signed 
by Staatssekretar Stuckart and 
Justice Minister Gurtner. This 
decree stipulated that Jewish 
men had to add to their regular 
first name the middle name 
'Israel,* and Jewish women the 
name *Sara,' unless 
they al­ 
ready had a first name in­ 
cluded in an approved list of 
the Interior Ministry. The ap­ 
proved list — whicli, incidental­ 
ly, had to be used for 
the 
naming of newly torn children 
— was also drawn up by expert 
Globke. 
“ In compiling the list, Globke 
necessarily had to omit Hebrew 
names which in the popular 
mind were no longer regarded 
as alien first names because 
they had been completely Ger­ 
manized. Hence he omitted such 
names as Adam, Daniel, David, 
Michael and Raphael for men, 
and Anna, Debora, Esther, Eva, 
and Ruth for women. Instead, 
he supplied (for toys) Faleg, 
Feibisch, Feisel, Feitei, Fel- 
wel and Feleg, plus (for girls) 
Scharne, Scheindol, 
Scheine, 
Schewa, etc. , . .as well as

With all of the criticism which 
is (ii rooted at Federal progra ms 
that do not work, and which in­ 
volve the expenditure of mil­ 
lions of dollars, which in many 
cases do not produce any visible 
results, it is a pleasure to call 
attention to the expansion of 
one program, which has done 
much good throughout the rural 
areas of our countrs, and which 
this 
next 
sear 
will actually 
result in a net decrease in ex­ 
penditures from the Federal 
treasury, due to the fact that 
greater emphasis is being put 
upon reliance upon capital ad­ 
vanced by private le n d e r on an 
insured basis. 
The Farm ers Home Adm inis­ 
tration's 
loan 
program for 
fiscal 1967 are estimated at a 
total of $1,254 million, 
the 
highest loan level ever reached 
by this 
agency, 
which 
rep­ 
resents a 14 per cent increase 
over the loan level in 1966, 
and 57 per cent increase over 
actual loans in 1965. The 1967 
loan level projected 
is more 
than three times the amount 
loaned by the agency in 1961. 
Collections of principal and in­ 
terest in 1967 will also be at a 
record high, being more than 
double the amount collected in 
1961. 
Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville Freeman has stated, “ That 
to achieve the increase in lend­ 
ing activity we intend to expand 
our reliance upon capital 
ad­ 
vanced by private lenders on an 
insured basis. The annual au­ 
thorization 
to make 
insured 
farm ownership loans as well 
as insured loans for the develop­ 
ment of rural community water 
and sewer systems, was 
in­ 
creased last year by Congress 
from an annual $200 million 
authorization to an annual $450 
million 
authorization. The 
Congress also authorized 
the 
Farm ers Home Administration 
to make rural housing loans on 
an insured basis.” 
The Secretary estim ates that 
60 per cent of the loan activity 
will be 
provided by private 
capital on an insured basis. 


In 1961, insured loans 
rep­ 
resented less than 
seven per 
cent 
of the total loan activity. 
Loans for the operation, de­ 
velopment and purchase 
of 
family terms are estimated at 
$535 million in 1967 compared 
with an estimated level of $485 
million in 1966. The

housing 
programs 
has been 
stepped up from $378 million 
in 1966 to $397 million in 1967, 
while financial assistance for 
the de\elopment of such com­ 
munity facilities as rural water 
and sewer systems and rural 
recreation areas is estimated 
at $236 million in 1967 as com­ 
pared with $144 million in 1966. 
Secretar> Freeman explained 
that while the above indicates 
increases 
in projected loan 
levels, net expenditures iron. 
the 
iii's u ry are down sub­ 
stantially. fhis is due primarily 
to propo>ed legislation to au­ 
thorize sales of participation in 
direct loans. This proposal ap­ 
plies also to some other agen­ 
cies of government, and will 
provide a new private source 
of funds for financing rural 
credit requirements. 
Your Representative has long 
advocated the use of a maximum 
amount of private credit, in­ 
sured 
by the Federal govern­ 
ment. Particularly do I believe 
that this principle can be ap­ 
plied to educational loans, giv­ 
ing a student a greater feeling 
of responsibility, and at the 
same time establishing credit 
with a private lending institu­ 
tion.

THE SOCIAL SE C l u m ' AD­ 
MINISTRATION IS NOW issuing 
the new Medicare cards — the 
first by President Johnson to 
former President and 
Mrs. 
Truman in Independence 
on 
January 20. 
The cards being mailed out 
now are for those persons who 
have enrolled both for the basic 
hospital and for the doctor bill 
and 
supplementary medical 
insurance coverage. 
Based on the latest count by 


the Social Security Administra­ 
tion, 224,000 persons in Mis­ 
souri have enrolled for the doc­ 
tor bill insurance, which costs 
$3 per month. 
This is a yes response from 
only 54 percent of the 413,- 
000 persons directly contacted 
by the Social Security district 
offices. At the time of that 
count in early January, 189,— 


OOO of the Missourians 
on 
Social Security rolls had not 
vet returned their sign up cards. 
It is estimated there are an 
additional 123,000 Missourians 
eligible for Medicare who do 
not have Social Security records 
and therefore will not be con­ 
tacted automatically. 
Those 
persons who are 65 or over 
who have not already enrolled 
should immediately contact the 
nearest Social Security district 
office. 


For those who reach 65 after 
January I, 1966, from three 
months 
before 
the birthday 
month through the third month 
after 
is their period for en­ 
rollment. 
All persons now 65 or over 
are eligible to enroll now and 
should decide if they have not 
already done so. The 
closing 
date for enrollment is March 
31, otherwise persons will have 
to wait two years and 
pay 
higher premiums. 
For comparable benefits, this 
doctor bill insurance program 
would cost much less than pri­ 
vate health Insurance programs 
since the government pays half 
the premium per enrollee. 
Those who have not signed 
up because they plan to con­

With all ofthecrlUcism which 
is directed at Federal programs 
that do not work, and which in­ 
volve the expenditure of mil­ 
lions of dollars, which in many 
cases do not produceany visible 
results, it is a pleasure to call 
attention to the expansion of 
one program, which has done 
much good throughout the rural 
areas of our country, and which 
this 
next 
year 
will actually 
result in a net decrease in ex­ 
penditures from the Federal 
treasury, due to the ta ct that 
greater emphasis is being put 
upon reliance upon capital ad­ 
vanced by private lenders on an 
insured basis. 
The Farm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration's 
loan 
program for 
fiscal 1967 are estimated at a 
total of $1,254 million, 
the 
highest loan level ever reached 
by this 
agency, 
which 
rep­ 
resents a 14 per cent increase 
over the loan level in 1966, 
and 57 per cent increase over 
actual loans in 1965. The 1967 
loan level projected 
Is more 
than three times the amount 
loaned by the agency in 1961. 
Collections of principal and in­ 
terest in 1967 will also be at a 
record high, being more than 
double the amount collected in 
1961. 
Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville Freeman has stated, "That 
to achieve the increase in lend­ 
ing activity we intend to expand 
our reliance upon capital 
ad­ 
vanced by private lenders on an 
insured basis. The annual au­ 
thorization 
to make 
insured 
farm ownership loans as well 
as insured loans for the develop­ 
ment of rural community water 
and sewer systems, was 
in­ 
creased last year by Congress 
from an annual $200 million 
authorization to an annual $450 
million 
authorization. The 
Congress also authorized 
the 
Farm ers Home Administration 
to make rural housing loans on 
an insured basis." 
The Secretary estimates that 
60 per cent of the loan activity 
will be 
provided by private 
capital on an insured basis. 


In 1961, insured loans 
rep­ 
resented less than 
seven per 
cent 
of the total loan activity. 
Loans for the operation, de­ 
velopment and purchase 
of 
family farms are estimated at 
$535 million in 1967 compared 
with an estimated level of $485 
million in 1966. The 
rural 
housing 
programs 
has been 
stepped up from $378 million 
in 1966 to $397 million in 1967, 
while financial assistance for 
the development of such com­ 
munity facilities as rural water 
and sewer systems and rural 
recreation areas is estimated 
at $236 million in 1967 as com­ 
pared with $144 million in 1966. 
Secretary Freeman explained 
that while the above indicates 
increases 
in projected loan 
levels, net expenditures from 
the 
Treasury are down sub­ 
stantially. This is due primarily 
to proposed legislation to au­ 
thorize sales of participation in 
direct loans. This proposal ap­ 
plies also to some other agen­ 
cies of government, and will 
provide a new private source 
of funds for financing rural 
credit requirements. 
Your Representative has long 
advocated the use of a maxi mum 
amount of private credit, In* 
sured 
by the Federal govern* 
ment. Particularly do I believe 
that this principle can be ap­ 
plied to educational loans, giv* 
lng a student a greater feeling 
of responsibility, and at the 
same time establishing credit 
with a private lending Institu­ 
tion.

THE SOCIAL SECURITY AD­ 
MINISTRATION IS NOW Issuing 
the new Medicare cards — the 
first by President johnson to 
former President and 
Mrs. 
Truman In Independence 
on 
January 20. 
The cards being mailed out 
now are for those persons who 
have enrolled both for the basic 
hospital and for the doctor bill 
and 
supplementary medical 
Insurance coverage. 
Based on the latest count by 


the Social Security Administra­ 
tion, 224,000 persons in Mis­ 
souri have enrolled for the doc­ 
tor bill insurance, which costs 
$3 per month. 
This is a yes response from 
only 54 percent of the 413,- 
000 persons directly contacted 
by the Social Security district 
offices. At the time of that 
count In early January, 189,- 
000 of the Missourians 
on 
Social Security rolls had not 
yet returned their sign up cards. 
It is estimated there are an 
additional 123,000 Missourians 
eligible for Medicare who do 
not have Social Security records 
and therefore will not be con­ 
tacted automatically. 
Those 
persons who are 65 or over 
who have not already enrolled 
should immediately contact the 
nearest Social Security district 
office. 


For those who reach 65 after 
January 
I, 1966, from three 
months 
before 
the birthday 
month through the third month 
after 
is their period for en­ 
rollment. 
All persons now 65 or over 
are eligible to enroll now and 
should decide if they have not 
already done so. The 
closing 
date for enrollment is March 
31, otherwise persons will have 
to wait two years and 
pay 
higher premiums. 
For comparable benefits, this 
doctor bill insurance program 
would cost much less than pri­ 
vate health Insurance programs 
since the government pays half 
the premium per enrollee. 
Those who have not signed 
up because they plan to con­ 
tinue with private insurance 
programs should ask their in­ 
surance agents for advice as to 
what changes are scheduled on 
their present 
insurance cov­ 
erage after Medicare goes into 
effect.

Gov. Warren 
E. 
Hearnes 
spelled out today a comprehen­ 
sive, continuing and statewide 
mental health program for Mis­ 
souri. 
"Mental health today does not 
rest n dead center in Missouri 
—it is on the move," he said in 
a speech prepared for the Iowa 
Association for Mental Health. 
Hearnes said he was proud 
that the new intensive treatment 
center at Columbia was the first 
in the nation to receive federal 
matching funds. But he said he 
was more concerned at the cen­ 
ter's role in the years to come. 
"With the centers also now 


under construction in Kansas 
City and St. Louis," he said, 
"it will have several functions. 
First, it will be a prototype for 
smaller comprehensive com­ 
munity mental health centers- 
centers which we envision as 
satellite units in outstate rural 
areas. 
"Each of these three compre­ 
hensive 
community 
mental 
health centers will be responsi­ 
bility for supply services never 
before available to the third of 
Missouri in which it is located 
—east, central and west. 
"An important job for each 
center will be to train psychiat­ 
ric personnel for such pro­ 
grams as our residency careers 
training program for psychia­ 
trists in which these people 
during their service obliga­ 
tion period will be ‘on loan' 
availability 
to local 
com­ 
munities." 
The goal, he said, is continu­ 
ity of mental health service on 


a local, 24-hour basis, working 
with families and family doc­ 
tors. 
"M ore training and more re ­ 
search should and must take 
place at Missouri's seven large 
custodial mental hospitals in 
conjunction with our nine new 
mental retardation clinics," he 
said. 
Hearnes envisioned the time 
when Missouri and Iowa could 
work together to solve their 
mental health problems, shar­ 
ing knowledge and research and 
perhaps exchanging students, 
teachers and professional peo­ 
ple. 
He put Missouri’s program 
into focus like this: 
"Form er programs forced pa­ 
tients into the unbending molds 
of institutions. Our program in 
Missouri is being tailored to 
meet the needs of the patient 
as an individual and to be flex­ 
ible and adaptable to the fluctua­ 
tions of his or her illness." 
Gordon Weiss, executive di­ 
rector of the Missouri Associa­ 
tion for Mental Health, accom­ 
panied the governor to Cedar 
Rapids.

It is so fundam ental to 
h u m an thinking that m ankind p rob ab h developed it before d ev elop ­ 
ing the number con cep t. Certainly the you n g child thinks in sets 


b efore he begins to think in numbers. 
A set is simply a group or collection of things that belong to­ 


gether. 
Primitive m an recognized that food, warm th, a dry place to 
live, and so m e w o m en were pleasant. T h ese constituted a set of 


g o o d things. H unger, cold, d am pness, and so m e wom en m ade up a 


set of bad things. 
N o w . picture yourself at a beach w atching a bathing beauty c o n ­ 


test. Y ou find the beach crowded with beautiful girls. S o m e are e n ­ 


tered in the con test, so m e are not, but each is an elem ent of the 


set o f girls on the beach 
A t a signal from the judges, the con testan ts line up for the 
judging and the other girls recline on the sand. N ow I can sneak in 


a definition. The con testan ts form a subset of the set of girls on 
the beach. The reclining beauties form another subset of the orig­ 


inal set. 
A suoset is sim ply a set whose elem en ts are also elem en ts of 


a larger set called the universal set. 
All the girls form the universal set and the other sets are 


draw n from these. For exam p le, a set of blondes, one of redheads, 


and another of beauties in bikinis. 
T here are tw o specially defined subsets. Sin ce all the girls were 


beautiful, if you were to form a subset of beautiful girls from the 
universal set you w ould have to include all of the girls, m akin g two 
sets co m p o sed o f the sam e number of identical elem ents. 
Thus we 


define every set as a subset of itself. 
If you were to form a subset of girls w earing knee length bath ­ 


ing suits, you w ould not have a single girl to put in this set. Such 


a set. with no elem en ts, is defined as an em pty set or the null 


set. Every set has a null set as a subset. 


Not Like Arithmetic 
T h e operations with sets are not the fam iliar arithm etic op era­ 
tions of addition, m ultiplication, and division. Set operations have 
new n am es and new definitions. W hen an arithm etic operation was 
p erform ed on tw o num bers the answer was a number; likewise when 


a m a th em atical operation is perform ed on tw o sets the answer is 


a set. 
For instance, su p p ose we nam e the set of blondes as set B and 


the set of con testan ts as set C. (Capital letters are co m m o n ly used 


as n a m es for sets.) 
T h e U n ion of these tw o sets will be a third set consisting of all 


the girls that are elem en ts of at least one of the tw o given sets. 
T h u s the union of set B and set C written B U C is the set con sist­ 
ing of all of the con testan ts plus the blondes that are not co n test­ 


ants. 
T h e Intersection of two sets is a third set w hose elem en ts are 


e lem en ts of both given sets. T hus the intersection of set B and set 
C written B D C is the set consisting solely of those con testan ts that 


are blonde. 
T h e intersection o f two sets can n ot have a greater num ber of 


elem en ts than the sm aller set. 
T h e C o m p le m en t of a set is another set consisting of those ele­ 


m en ts of the U n iversal set that are not elem en ts of the given set. 
T h u s the co m p lem en t of set B, written B* (m ath em atician s have 


not c o m e to agreem en t on this sym bol as yet) is the set of all the 
girls on the beach that are not blonde. C 
is the set consisting of 


all o f the girls that are not entered in the contest. T hus B D C 


w ould be the set of blondes that are not contestants.

tm MODERN MATH I ---------------------------------------------- - 
Things Come in Sets 


By Prof. W. F. Lloyd 
University of Tam pm 


I can think of no facet in Modern Mathematics belter suited to 
lead off this series than the set concept. It is so fundamental to 
human thinking that mankind probably developed it before develop­ 
ing the number concept. Certainly the young child thinks in sets 
before he begins to think in numbers. 
A set is simply a group or collection of things that belong to­ 
gether 
Primitive man recognized that food, warmth, a dr\ place to 
live, and some women were pleasant. These constituted a set of 
good things. Hunger, cold, dampness, and some women made up a 
set of bad things. 
Now. picture yourself al a beach watching a bathing beauty con­ 
test. You find the beach crowded with beautiful girls. Some are en­ 
tered in the contest, some are not. but each is an element of the 
set of girls on the beach. 
At a signal from the judges, the contestants line up for the 
judging and the other girls recline on the sand. Now I can sneak in 
a definition The contestants form a subset of the set of girls on 
the beach. The reclining beauties form another subset of the orig­ 
inal set. 
A suoset is simply a set whose elements are also elements of 
a larger set called the universal set. 
All the girls form the universal set and the other sets are 
drawn from these. For example, a set of blondes, one of redheads, 
and another of beauties in bikinis. 
There are two specially defined subsets. Since all the girls were 
beautiful, if you were to form a subset of beautiful girls from the 
universal set you would have to include all of the girls, making two 
sets composed of the same number of identical elements. Thus we 
define every set as a subset of itself. 
lf you were to form a subset of girls wearing knee length bath­ 
ing suits, you would not have a single girl to put in this set. Such 
a set. with no elements, is defined as an empty set or the null 
set. bvery set has a null set as a subset. 


Not Uke Arithmetic 
The operations with ’sets are not the familiar arithmetic opera­ 
tions of addition, multiplication, and division. Set operations have 
new names and new definitions When an arithmetic operation was 
performed on two numbers the answer was a number; likewise when 
a mathematical operation is performed on two sets the answer is 
a set. 
For instance, suppose we name the set of blondes as set B and 
the set of contestants as set C. (Capital letters are commonly used 
as names for sets.) 
The Union of these two sets will be a third set consisting of all 
the girls that arc elements of at least one of the two given sets. 
Thus the union of set B and set C written BUC is the set consist­ 
ing of all of the contestants plus the blondes that are not contest­ 
ants. 
The Intersection of two sets is <i third set whose elements Are 
elements of both given sets. Thus the intersection of set B and set 
C written BOC is the set consisting solely of those contestants that 
are blonde. 
The intersection of two sets cannot have a greater number of 
elements than the smaller set. 
The Complement of a set is another set consisting of those ele­ 
ments of the Universal set that are not elements of the given sci. 
Thus the complement of set B, written B* (mathematicians have 
not come to agreement on this symbol as yet) is the set of all the 
girls on the beach that are not blonde. C 
is the set consisting of 
all of the girls that arc not entered in the contest. Thus BDC 
would be the set of blondes that are not contestants.

The first operation taken up is one-to-one matching. In this op­ 
eration the child draws a line from a picture in one set to a pic­ 
ture in another set. 
This introduces the idea of equivalent sets. Non-equivalent sets 
and the concept of order, is next introduced by having sets with a 
different number of pictures in each so that there will be at least 
one picture left over when the matching has been completed. Such 
sets are not equivalent and the set containing the lcft*ov#f picture 
is called the larger set, the set that has been used up is the small-

The number concept is then introduced through sets ny advanc­ 
ing the suggestion that sets that can be matched one-to-one have the 
same number. 
Note that the word, number, is introduced as a function of the 
quantity of elements. The word numeral is immediately introduced 
as the name for equivalent sets. The name for the set whose ele­ 
ments can be matched one-to-one with the 
fingers on one hand 
is 
five and the numeral for this name is $. 
The distinction between the word numeral and the word number 
is made from the very beginning Zero is introduced as the num­ 
ber for a set having no elements (the null set). 
Addition and subtraction are introduced by joining and separating 
sets. Plenty of examples and illustrations are given to fix the num­ 
ber combinations in the child’s memory. 
As the number concept and the number combinations arc learned, 
sets give way to numerals and arithmetic begins to look like 
arithmetic. Sets are not abandoned; they appear throughout the 
work in all six elementary grades, where they are of use in intro­ 
ducing new concepts 
The operations of union and intersection, when formally intro­ 
duced in the fifth grade, are immediately put to use in finding the 
common multiples and common divisors of numbers. These opera­ 
tions are further enlarged upon in the junior high texts. 
As the child advances in school he encounters a more and 
more sophisticated treatment of the basic concept of sets and the 
operations on sets. I do not wish to convey the impression that 
sets are the only thing studied in modern mathematics. They are 
simply a basic concept that is woven through the entire subject 
and used only when there is some reason for their use 
A great deal of textbook space is devoted lo drills and exer­ 
cises that drive the basic ideas firmly into the child’s memory. 
In fact, the modern mathematics texts devote more attention to 
drill than did the more recent of the traditional texts.
